Sir Wins toft Churchill was ' consigned to 
the ages last Saturday jna country church¬ 
yard at Bladon, forever a part of the 
wnglish soil he loved and shielded so 
fiercely. The eloquent old statesman 
slipped into history after a maje t’ ;; 
and solemn state funeral at St. Faults 
Cathedral. 

Kings, Queens, commoners, , Presidents,’ 
Prime Ministers, statesmen; from all the 
continents sat under the imposing dome of 
St, Paul's to honor.'the man who as Prime 
Minister thrilled the anti-Nagi world in 
1940 with his defiant boast: "We shall 
never surrender." 

More than 3,000 of the noble and the 
lowly mingled in the vast cathedral, which 
echoed to the strains of "The Battle Hymn' • 
of the Republic," an American Hymn. \ 

Years before his death. Sir Winston asked

MOTHER PROFITS HER THREE CHILDREN 

In Maryland, a young mother, accused of 
not caring for her children, earlier this 
week drowned three of them in a bath tub 
ahd was drowning the fourth when police 
intervened and resuscitated the youngster. 

.Mrs. Mary Leister, 29, called the po¬ 
lice and her husband, Elmer, at his 
welding job at the factory, to tell them 
of the death of the children. Police - -t 
immediately to the home and saved 17 
month old Mary Jane who was being held 
underwater by her mother. 

The bodies of Dennis, 6, Rosemarie, 4, and 
Elmer-Patrick, 8 months, were found in tie 
kitchen and in the bedroom. The woman 
used three separate tubs of water, one for 
each victim, and was using one of the 
three to drown Mary Jane. 

Police said the accused had been having 
difficulties with the authority over the 
treatment of her children and was to 
have appeared in court the next day for 
the same reason.
